Down Below Zero. 
W ashington, December 2d.—It is learned 
at the Signal Service office that the cold 
wave which is now passing over the coun­ 
try extends from the upper lakes to the 
Gulf, and from the Rocky M ountains to 
the Atlantic. Its point of origin in the 
United States was in the Northwest, and it 
has m aintained a southeasterly course. 
The cold wave signals of the weather 
bureau are displayed throughout the A t­ 
lantic, Middle and Gulf States, and at 9 
a. M. to-day the therm om eter in W ashing­ 
ton indicated 17°, and it has varied but 
little since that time. 
In northern M inne­ 
sota it was 20° below zero, and further 
north there was a still lower range. The 
zero isotherm al extends throughout the 
upper lake regions, then extends southward 
to Milwaukee and Chicago, passes through 
the country lying between Keokuk and 
Springfield, and westward past Fort B u­ 
ford, Dakota. 
The tem perature indicates 
no change in the weather, and the officers 
of the service are of the opinion that this 
condition will be m aintained for at least 
two days. 
M ugwumpery Decline. 
New Y ork, December 2d.—There are 
unm istakable signs of growing dissatisfac­ 
tion on the office-holding question with 
the President on the part of sundry presses 
and politicians here, who, as Mugwumps, 
were his earnest supporters. The announce­ 
m ent that the Brooklyn I ’nion, at present 
one of liis most zealous supporters, is 
about to pass under control ol aggressive 
Republicans, and its editor, formerly con­ 
nected w ith the M ugwump Times here, is 
about to be superseded by Colonel Page, 
said to be a thorough-paced Republican of 
the Blaine type, is especially significant. 
There are some who atlect to see indica­ 
tions that the Evening Post also weakens a 
little. The action of the President in the 
case of Benton and Stone is made the occa­ 
sion of pretty severe criticism, if not a 
good deal of fault-finding by the press.

tions and dinners w ithout num ber. The 
autograph fiends are chasing him up at the 
rate of 200 to 300 a day. H e runs" about 
the city w ith the general freedom of a 
Western ranchm an, wears an old brown 
Derby hat, a dirty-brow n overcoat and 
check trousers of loud and ancient pattern. 
H is appearance is that of a m an in the 
most robust health. It is Stanley’s inten­ 
tion to rem ain here six m onths or a year. 
H e declares that he does not like to think 
of going back to the land of barbarism, 
after getting a glimpse of civilization for 
the first tim e in fifteen years. 
A lleged Instance oí F aith Cure. 
New Y ork, December 2d.—The Tribune's 
W ilkesbarre special of December 1st says : 
A remarkable case of alleged, faith cure 
occurred on Sunday at Ashley, a sm all 
town near this city. E ight years ago Kate 
Martin, now IS years of age, was prostrated 
by a severe attack of measles and scarlet 
fever. The illness left her almost speech­ 
less. A short tim e ago her parents heard 
of many cures effected by visiting the 
chapel of Knock, in Ireland. They re­ 
solved to try the efficacy of some water, in 
which had been soaked some of the plaster 
taken from the walls of the church. W ith 
great difficulty they obtained some of this 
plaster, and on Sunday the remedy was 
tried. The girl drank freely of the water, 
and spent the whole evening in prayer. 
She retired late at night, and in the m orn­ 
ing found that her voice had been restored 
in all its fullness and power.

were first made acquainted w ith this mirac­ 
ulous restoration of her speech by hearing 
her prayer of thanksgiving.

missed, and only m arried m en retained. 
The cause for this order, it is said, is to 
give those who have families to support a 
chance to m ake up the tim e they lost dur­ 
ing the sum m er when working on short 
hours.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


T h e I r i s h P r o b le m . 
New Y ork, December 2d.—T. P. O’Con­ 
nor’s London special to the Star says : The 
approval by Archbishop W alsh of the anti­ 
rent campaign secures the] adhesion to the 
popular movem ent of every priest in the 
country, m any of whom have held back, 
unable to see their way clearly, and fearing 
to be suspected of obstructing the law. All 
the priests, from this tim e forth, will be 
agents and advocates 
of 
the National 
League. The popular m ovement thus re­ 
enforced will henceforth be irresistible. 
There are growing indications of the weak­ 
ening of the Government in its programme 
of repression in Ireland. The num ber of 
cases in which the assistance of the police 
and m ilitary is refused is increasing. 
The 
authorities in m any parts of the country, 
where the tension is greatest, are urging 
the landlords to give way temporarily, 
with the assurance that if they do they will 
later on receive Government aid in getting 
rid of their estates on better term s than 
they can ever hope to d o if the struggle is 
indefinitely prolonged. 
The consent of 
the Government to a postponement of the 
Dillon ease is regarded as another sign of 
indecision and vacillation on the part of 
the authorities. It is certain the m atter 
has not been pressed with the vigor for­ 
merly shown in sucli cases, and there is a 
growing disinclination among the English 
Tories to sanction further prosecutions. 
There is reason to believe the Government 
would secretly be glad of any decent excuse 
to abandon the proceedings against Dillon. 
This excuse Mr. Dillon does not intend to 
furnish.

L o n d o n , December 2d.—A dispatch from 
Dublin gives an account of an interview 
bad there w ith Mr. Sexton.

THE STHANGE MOEN CASE. 


In all the range of romance, and the 
wildest vagaries of dramatic fancy, there 
lias been nothing to surpass in strangeness 
and seeming improbability the Moen-Wil- 
son sensation. 
Such a story on the stage 
would be pronounced to be improb­ 
able, 
and 
not 
command 
the 
re­ 
spect of even a crossroads 
critic. In 
brief, the tale runs that a very wealthy 
citizen of Rhode Island has suffered for 
years, and to the extent of some $300,000, 
under the blackmail levies of one “ Doc ” 
Wilson. 
The 
strange secret 
of 
his 
power over Moen was not known. The lat­ 
ter, of high standing in church and soci­ 
ety, persistently' denied that Wilson knew 
of anything to his discredit, and excused 
his submission to the levies on the ground 
of unwillingness to engage in the open con­ 
flict and notoriety necessary to fight the 
blackmailer. 
Finally the latter sued upon 
a note of the former, and so the case found 
its way to publicity. 
Wilson, after a re­ 
markable experience in the Courts and the 
press, reveals his secret. 
In short, it is 
that he is the son of Moen, horn after mar­ 
riage. 
His mother died years ago, and 
Moen married a second wife, by whom he 
has sons and daughters to inherit his vast 
wealth. 
The child of the first wife was 
given in infancy by the father to one Jo­ 
nas Wilson, who received payment for 
rearing it and keeping the secret. On his 
death-bed Jonas revealed to the youth the 
truth concerning his parentage. 
There­ 
upon young Wilson went to his father, re­ 
cited the story of his toil and poverty', his 
exile from a home where he had the right 
to dwell, his claim as an heir to the wealth 
in which the father rolled, and he de­ 
manded acknowledgment and reparation. 
After hot contention and many repulses 
an 1 threats by the younger man to force 
the elder to confess him his son, Moen 
yielded so far as to buy his silence, and so 
for years Wilson bled him freely. The 
family' of his reputed parent, the Wilsons, 
knowing the secret of the young man’s 
birth, and learning of his success with the 
millionaire, proceeded to levy blackmail 
upon the blackmailer, and the latter now 
asserts that as fast as he relieved his father 
of money the Wilsons, hv extortionate 
demands, fleeced him of it. In support of 
his claim that he is the son of Deacon 
Moen, Wilson shows letters of the Deacon 
in which he is addressed as “ son.” Moen, 
on being confronted with the confession, 
fairiv slammed the door of his palatial 
residence in the face of the reporters, pro­ 
nounced the whole story “ a downright 
He,” and refused to say more than that the 
fellow Wilson was nearing the end of his 
rope, and had hecome desperate. 
It is all a strange story, indeed. Assum­ 
ing it to be true, one can easily imagine 
the hell in the liosom of Moen all these 
years, from lack of courage to face the 
truth, acknowledge his son and do him 
justice. 
It is a sad as well as a marvelous 
story'. 
Many are the cases of tardy justice 
done to wronged woman by deceitful man 
recorded in society’s history, and to the 
crelit of civilization be it said that society 
has uniformly applauded the manliness 
that has, at the marriage altar, rescued the 
injured, and repaired as far as can lie done 
the wrong that is more cruel than all 
others. Moen’s attempt to cover his wrong­ 
doing—if the story be true—has resulted 
in bringing upon his head punishment he 
might have avoided had he remained the 
courageous man his marriage to Wilson’s 
mother indicated that he was. The sin of 
the man has found him out, and the atone­ 
ment he might have made in the hour of 
the right time is not now possible. 
But, if the strange story of Wilson is 
not true—circumstantial as it is, and fort­ 
ified by the fact that Moen has for years 
yielded to the enormous levies made upon 
his purse—the mystery onlv deepens. The 
dispatches this morning come to the sup­ 
port of Moen’s emphatic and bold denial. 
The dramatically traditional old family 
nurse comes to the front, a material being, 
bat the counterpart of the nurse of romantic 
fiction and stage creation. She counts the 
years of her knowledge of the advent of 
the present generation of Moens, and finds 
“ Doc ” Wilson to have calculated himself 
out of existence as a Moen. If the nurse 
is right, Wilson an imposter and the 
reputation of the first Mrs. Moen—who 
was known :cs a woman of noble character 
— cleared of all shadows, what shall be 
said of the strange act of Deacon Moen in 
paying such vast sums to the blackmailer 
all these many years, without explicable 
reason? Yet, many an innocent man has 
submitted to the extortion of blackmailing 
conspiracy. All in all, for profound mys­ 
tery, the Moen-Wilson case has sea eelv 
had its parallel in private life, and never 
its sujierior in fanciful romance.

UP AND DOWN. 


MS. MONTAGUE’S PLAN. 


Mr. Montague, of San Francisco, pro­ 
poses a plan to secure greater rapidity 
and guard against frauds in the counting 
of election ballots. His scheme is to have 
the ballot-boxes at the closing of the polls 
taken to a large hall, in which is to be 
built a huge burglar-proof vault. Here 
the Mayor is to organize a large clerical 
force that will at once proceed to count 
the ballots in the presence of as many 
people as the hall will accommodate. It 
will not work. 
W hile it is meritorious,so 
far as it goes, that it falls short of com­ 
pleteness works the defeat of the plan. 
And these are the ohjectiogs that suggest 
themselves: 
It would be wholly impracti­ 
cable in small cities and towns, for obvious 
reasons. Any reform that omits them 
proceeds upon false premises. 
Frauds are 
as readily committed in interior precincts 
as in those of the metropolis ; and so far 
as that is concerned, are not infrequent. 
The plan presupposes honesty in the con­ 
duct of the election up to the closing of 
the polls. We pointed out the other day 
how easy it is, under our present system, 
to defeat the will of the voter before his 
very eyes in the mere act of depositing the 
ballot. 
We also made it clear how corrup 
tion is a matter of ease by collusion be­ 
tween election officers and clerks, since the 
first-named have the sole power to appoint 
and to dismiss the latter. The counting of 
all the ballots in one room at different ta­ 
bles would occasion confusion and augment 
liability to err. The chief value of Mr. 
Montague’s plan is to be found in sub­ 
stituting an 
independent 
and distinct 
Board of canvass for the precinct Boards 
of election, and the removal of the can­ 
vassing Board from precinct influences. In 
San Francisco it is possible the scheme 
might be made practicable, hut outside of 
the metropolis it could not he made applic­ 
able. 


T iie San Francisco Bulletin replies to 
L>r. Sprecher’s charge that San Francisco 
is the wickedest city in the world, by cit­ 
ing errors in the preacher’s statistics. 
Thus, he rates, as the Bulletin claims, San 
Francisco too low in population, and other 
cities with which it is compared, too high. 
As a result, the statistical proofs are 
reduced. 
But even if this explanation be 
a true one, it remains that vice is not 
checked in San Francisco as it should be, 
nor do the people of our metropolis take 
that concern in community affairs that 
would bring about reform. If there Was 
more of the sense of individual responsi­ 
bility among the people for the moral 
character of the community, there would 
be far less cause to complain of vice in the 
citv.

The T errible Kxperience of a Passenger 
Steam er. 
[By telegraph 
the Recobd-Union.J 
Jerse y C i t y (N. J.). December 2d.—A 
frightful disaster, involving the death of 
six men and the infliction of serious inju­ 
ries to thirteen others was reported this 
afternoon on the arrival of ttie steamship 
W estern Land. On Saturday afternoon, 
November 27tb, a huge cross sea was sud­ 
denly encountered, and it fell with terrific 
force upon the forward deck. The steam­ 
ship was the' seven days out from A nt­ 
werp. H er deck was crushed in and buried 
the unfortunates beneath a mass of wood 
and iron debris. The next instant the wa­ 
ter swept along the gangways of the main 
deck, carrying several persons with it. The 
crash was terrific, but before 


TH E A FPA LLIN G NATCRE OF T H E ACCIDENT 
W as realized by the passengers the officers 
of the ship had all the men available en­ 
gaged in the work of rescue. The injured 
were carried to the interm ediate cabin, 
which was transformed into a hospital. 
Four seamen were found to have been 
killed outright. The passengers injnred 
were as follows : Jos. Lévadorie, both arms 
broken (he is a brother of a young passen­ 
ger who died from his injuries): M axKagl, 
leg broken ; Julius W iel, severe contusions 
on back and abdom en: Francis Issani, 
three ribs broken and lungs punctured; 
W illie Hurcomb, of New York, leg broken 
and arm dislocated: Eugene Sohmer, se­ 
vere scalp wounds : Gustave Brenn, severe 
c o n tu sio n so n back and thigh and face 
badly c u t; Joseph Christman, arm broken :

Were witnessed at the improvised hospital, 
when the passengers inquired about their 
injured friends. 
Everything possible was 
done for the relief of the injured. The 
cabin passengers showed their sym pathy 
with the unfortunate bv m any kindly acts, 
and raised a purse of 2,000 francs to be 
distributed among the families of the dead 
and injured. 


FORCE OF T H E SHOCK. 
W hen the Western Rand reached port 
the injured passengers were transferred to 
the hospital. An inspection ot the vessel 
afforded some idea of the terrible blows 
she received. 
The crushed deck was 
known as the “ forward whaie-back.” 
It 
was constructed of four-iuch pine planks, 
resting upon massive iron beams. 
These 
in turn were held up by three-inch iron 
rod stancbons. The vast volume of water 
struck the whale-back about fifteen feet 
from the stern, and crushed in a section 
tw enty-nine feet in length and extending 
the full width of the steamship.

THE 
MOEN MYSTERY. 


Statem ents 
C ontradictory 
of W ilson’s 
Story. 
[By telegraph to the R e c o r d -U n io n .] 
W obcesteb (Mass.), December 2,1.—The 
records of the town of Oxford. Mass., show 
that Levi W ilson was bom there on De­ 
cember, 1853, eleven m onths after Mrs. 
Moen died. 


W i l s o n ’s s is t f .r s in t e r v i e w e d . 
P rovidence (K. I.), December 2d.—A re­ 
porter of the Journal this evening inter­ 
viewed Mrs. George M. Iiice, of Bridge, 
who has always been considered a sister of 
“ Doc.” W ilson. To a query if W ilson’s 
story was true, she returned an evasive an­ 
swer. She would not deny that Wilson 
told an untruth when he said she was not 
his sister, nor would she contradict him in 
the slightest particular, but gave the most 
unsatisfactory and evasive replies. Noth­ 
ing could pin her down to a simple yes 
or no on any point, excepting one, and 
-that was that W ilson had given her a 
great deal of money, first and last, and from 
what he said she deemed he thought it 
best that she should not talk about his 
affairs. She remembered her father’s ill­ 
ness. but could not tell the year in which 
he died. All efforts to extract more from 
her were in vain. 
All she would admit 
was that her father was at one time a 
chureh member, and tl* t after he was 
taken ill he often spoke to them on the 
subject of doing right, and that Levi W il­ 
son supplied her with money. 
The Journal reporter saw Mrs. Yeung, 
another sister of Levi W ilson, at Putnam , 
Conn., this afternoon. 
She stated that 
Levi was the son of Jonas W ilson, and that 
her aunt was present at the tim e of his 
birth. 
He was named after her first hus­ 
band. whose name was Levi Fessenden, 
and her father and m other knew nothing 
about Moen for years after that. 


W ILSON REITERATES. 
P rovidence, December 2d.—“ Doc” Levi 
W ilson was seen at the office of his coun­ 
sel, George J. West, this morning. 
He ap­ 
peared pale and haggard, as though he had 
passed a sleepless night. The excitement 
of the past few hours seems to have affected 
him greatly, and he w a jnervous and appa­ 
rently worn out. 
He says that now that 
the secret is out he felt better than he had 
since he was 17 years of age. “ If,” said 
he, “ the W ilsons (meaning the people with 
whom he had lived during his boyhood 
«lays) stand by me now I shall wm my' 
case and trium ph over Moen.” 


T H E TRADITIONAL NURSE. 
Miss Azenath Sampson, an aged nurse, 
says she went to live in Ichabod 'Wash­ 
burn’s family 
when 
Eliza 
W ashburn. 
Moen’s first wife, was only 12 years old. 
She has nnrsed and been intim ate with 
both families from that time to this. W il­ 
son has cut his own fingers in telling his 
story, for snch a story as he alleges could 
not have taken place without her knowl­ 
edge, as she has nursed both of Moen’s 
wives at the birth of ail his children, ami 
has known him intim ately since he was 21 
years old. 
He was always a kind, just and 
upright man, and a most loving husband 
and lather.

T H E ALLEGED SECRET. 


P r o v id e n c e Í R . I .) , December 2d— Mid­ 
night.—George S. Hobbs, of Bridge, at one 
tim e counsel for Levi W ilson, has been 
placed in rather an unpleasant position by 
the latter'3 statement. 
W ilson ass rteii 
that Ilobhs had papers in his safe which 
would send Moen behind the bars as a con­ 
vict. and that he was the custodian of com­ 
m unications from Moen to Wiison, in 
which the former addressed the latter as 
“ dear son." 
Mr. Hobbs was asked to­ 
night what dependence could be placed on 
W ilson’s story concerning letters and pa­ 
pers in his safé. He said : “ I emphatically 
deny the whole thing, from beginning to 
end! It is false, and on a par with other 
palpable lies told by Levi W ilson. The only 
documents I have held, or now bold, with 


his m in e upon them , are deeds of prop­ 
erty, and in which transactions I acted as 
attorney. 
W ilson is an inveterate liar.” 
“ W hat credence do you place in W il­ 
son's latest disclosure?” " 
“It is like all the rest of its stories. W hy, 
do you know that only a year and a half 
ago I said to him , ‘ W ilson, w hat do you 
suppose they are saying about vou ? They 
say you are Moen’s son.’ 
W ilson became 
very angry, raised his fist, and said, ‘ liy 
, I'll have you know there is better 
bloo«i in mv veins than that of Phil 
Moen.’ 
And now he claims that Moen is 
his father. 
Levi W ilson told m e that the 
scar on his face was caused by his falling 
into a fire while suffering from a fit when 
quite a young m an.” Mr. Hobbs here gave 
the alleged secret of W ilson’s successful 
blackmailing scheme. 
Nothing that Moen 
had said or done of a criminal nature was 
known to W ilson. Mr. Hobbs was led to 
believe that Wilson claimed to have de­ 
tected Moen’s son in the commission of a 
flagrant offense, the details of which can­ 
not he published, but the son, when he 
learned of W ilson's assertion, had denied 
that he was guilty, and Moen's own declar­ 
ations, made under eath, would indicate 
that he had ascertained that W ilson had 
lied. 
A W ARRANT REFUSED. 


B o s t o n , December 
2d.—Commissioner 
Hallet, of the United States Court, has re­ 
fused to issue a w arrant against Philip 
Moen for perjury, on com plaint of Levi 
Wilson. 


M elt Boring in Sierra Valley. 
I). M. Gloster is in from Sierra Valley. 
He says the people there are happy, and 
gives the most favorable reports as to the 
success of artesian wells, and asserts that 
there has not been a failure to find water 
where the effort has been made to obtain 
it. He informed a Gazette reporter that a 
Mrs. Carroll sunk a well 750 feet deep at a 
cost of $45. The well was sunk in two 
days and the soil was of such a character 
as to require only nineteen feet of casing. 
The flow of this well is eighty gallons per 
m inute. There are now four boring ma­ 
chines 
iu 
the 
valley. 
One machine 
(Woods') bored nine wells during the 
m onth of October. Mr. Gloster has a well 
900 feet deep on his place which yields sev­ 
enty gallons per m inute, w hich’ cost $120. 
In the spring he will put down four other 
well3. The water is warm, but when it 
runs off and cools it is excellent for drink­ 
ing purposes. 
H e says for years he has 
been trying to raise trees without success, 
hut now all kinds of trees and sm all fruits 
flourish : that strawberries are being most 
successfully cultivated ; that since the well 
boom started in Sierra Valley lands have 
incteased at least 00 per cent. 
Mr. Gloster 
is familiar with the topography of the 
country in eastern California and western 
Nevada. 
He is most confident that well 
boring woaid be a success in the Truekee 
Meadows and 
the 
valleys in western 
Nevada.—Reno Gazette.

market, especially as prices had stiffened 
up between the Boards. 
Witen the session 
opened the Caller announced the suspen­ 
sion of J. Greenebaum. 
A heavy raid was 
made by the bears, and notwithstanding 
the heavy buying by the bulls the prices of 
the more prom inent stocks went down with 
a plunge. Alpha dropped from $0 to $3 75, 
Belcher from $7 75 to $3 75, Best it Belcher 
broke to $19, hut closed at $23, Consolidated 
California <fc Virginia closed at $11, Confi­ 
dence dropped from $15 (the closing price 
at the first session) to $8 50 at the close of 
the m arket, Crown Point dropped from 
$8 50 to $4 75, Gould A Curry from $13 50 
to $8 75, Ophir from $30 50 to $2G, Potosi 
from $10 ti2J to $•> 874, Savage from $18 75 
to $15 75, Utah from $9 to $6, and Yellow 
Jacket from $11 to $6 50. 


A MEMORARLE DAY AMONG T H E STOCK BOARDS. 
San F rancisco, December 2d—p. m.—T he 
excitement which prevailed to-day in m in­ 
ing shares has not been equaled since 1878. 
The old stock speculators who thought the 
glory of the Golden State had departed 
witli the new Constitution, braced up and 
looked on with amazement at the crowds 
that besieged the brokers’ offices. The fact 
that Consolidated Virginia had reached 
nearly $50 served only to whet their appe­ 
tites to get more, and when the more pru­ 
dent ones told them that the tide was about 
to turn, they only laughed in their faces, 
and said, “ No, it is good for a hundred.” 
W hen the m orning Board opened, Ophir 
was sent to $31 50, the highest prices 
reached since the big Sierra Nevada deal, 
when it sold for an even $100. Gould A 
Curry, not to be outdone, went to $13 75, 
and then Con. Virginia, which closed last 
night at $49 50, opened at $52. At this

EV ERY TH IN G BOOMED, 
And fortunes were to be had for the asking 
of them . 
The 
session, however, had 
hardly closed when the news arrived from 
Virginia that the Frankels had gone for a 
m illion. 
This was a staggerer, and the 
weak ones hauled off. H ardly had they 
recovered from the blow when the an­ 
nouncem ent was made that R. C. Hooker,

The failure of Captain W m. L. Duncan, a 
member of the Stock Exchange, was re­ 
ported late this afternoon, as a result of the 
failure of Greenebaum «fe Straus. The ex­ 
tent of his liabilities is not known. 


BEGINNIN G OF T H E EN D. 
Virginia City, December 2d.—Frankel 
«fe Co., the oldest stock-broking firm in 
Storey' county, filed a petition in insolvency 
this morning. The liabilities foot up to 
$915.000; assets nom inal. The following 
are the names of the heaviest sufferers 
through the suspension: 
S. L. Jones, 
Superintendent of the Crown Point and 
Belcher, $205,000; General Keating, Super­ 
intendent of the Savage and H ale it Nor- 
cross, $50.000; Colonel E. D. Boyle, of the 
Alta, $20,000. The list includes the names 
of scores of miners and clerks, with a 
liberal sprinkling of young ladies and m a­ 
trons. 
L. B. Frankel, the senior partner of the 
firm, retired from active business pursuits 
several years ago. 
He is reputed to be a 
millionaire, and as his name still appears 
on the sign over the office, the creditors 
have a faint hope of recovering at least a 
portion of their losses. 
The three youngest brothers, Sol., Jacob 
and Louis, levanted this m orning on foot. 
Great excitement prevails in the com­ 
m unity over the failure, and, if the m em ­ 
bers of the firm had not slipped out, 
unpleasant consequences m ight have re­ 
sulted. 
The brothers are supposed to have 
secured an ample fortune by holding out 
nearly' every cent of the coin deposited 
with them since the rise in shares began. 
Their business was enormous, the receipts 
in a single day sometimes footing up 
5(10,000, deposited for the purchase of 
m ining shares, Greenebaum it Straus were 
the San Francisco correspondents of the 
firm.

CAUSES RU IN AND DISASTER. 
The firm has been doing business for 
more than twenty years, and doing one- 
half of the stock brokerage on the Com­ 
stock. 
it was considered safe and sound. 
It is generally believed the cause of the 
failure is that the firm shorted the stock 
m arket. The suspension has caused wide­ 
spread disaster and ruin in this com m u­ 
nity. 
For a time there was a general run 
on all the brokers, but demands were 
promptly met.

HANG. 


J u n g O u o n g S in g 
C o m m u te d 
to L ite 
Im p r is o n m e n t. 
F or several days past the Governor’s of. 
fice has been besieged by the friends of 
Jung Quong Sing, the Chinese m urderer 
sentenced to be hanged at San Jose to-day, 
asking th at the death sentence be com­ 
m uted to life imprisonm ent. Yesterday the 
Governor telegraphed the Sheriff of Santa 
Clara county not to hang the prisoner, as 
he had comm uted his sentence to that of 
life im prisonm ent. 
The following docu 
m ent is on file in the Governor's office: 
W hereas, At th e Jan u ary term , A. D. 18S6, oí 
the Superior Court, held In and for the county 
o f S anta Clara. Jung Quong Sing was .tried am i 
convicted of th e crim e of m urder in the nrst 
degree, am i thereupon sentenced to be executed; 
am i w hereas, said sentence w ill he earn ed out 
on Friday, D ecem ber S, 1886. unless stayed by 
some com iietent a u th o rity ; an d whereas, a pe­ 
tition has been presented to me a eking th at the 
sentence of said Jung Quong Sing be com m uted 
to im prisonm ent for life, on the ground th a t the 
evidence against him at his trial was purely cir­ 
cum stantial, and th ere is great doubt as to his 
g u ilt; and w hereas, F. A. Itce, the Chinese 
Consul, lias presented a statem ent of th e words 
of Hon. D. Belden, the sentencing Judge, setting 
forth substantially th a t the evidence w aspurcly 
circu m stan tial; th a t th ere was room for doubt 
in th e prem ises: th a t if he (Belden) w ere a 
ju ro r in th e case ho would not have consented 
to th e infliction of a death penalty, and th a t th e 
bo6t interests o f society would be conserved by 
th e confinem ent ot said Jung Qtioug Stag in the 
State Prison. 
, 
Now, therefore, by th e authority in m e vested 
by th e C onstitution an d law s of this State, I, 
George Stonom au, G overnor of California, do 
hereby com m ute the sentence of said Jung 
Q uong Sing to im prisonm ent in th e State Prison 
at San Q uentin for the rem ainder of his life. 
W itness my hand and th e great seal ot State, 
th is 2d day o f December. A. D. 1886.

T h e C au se o f th e R a s h A c t. 
A correspondent of the R e c o rd -U n io n 
gave some facts in yesterday’s issue relative 
to the suicide of young Shearer at Chal­ 
lenge Mills. 
The following,

M arysville Appeal 
of yesterday, throws 
some light upon the cause that led to his 
rash a c t: Inform ation was brought to this 
city yesterday of a somewhat sensaiional 
suicide at Challenge Mills on the evening 
previous. The surmises formed a theme 
for gossip during the day among those who 
claimed, or thought th at they had become 
acquainted with the facts surrounding the 
deplorable incident.

the source 
which an Appeal reporter secured his in­ 
formation, it appears that the suicide's 
nam e was Thom as Shearer, a young man 
about 26 years of age, and cm ployed at the 
m ills as book-keeper by A. M. Leach. His 
nature was said to be very impressionable, 
and that he became infatuated w ith a 
young lady living in the locality, who re­ 
ceived his attentions without the least idea 
of being sc-rious. 
He apparently was seri­ 
ous, though, but had not the courage to 
m ake him self explicit, and when he ascer­ 
tained that she had accompanied a gentle­ 
man friend to a social gathering, while on 
a visit in this city, wrote a letter full of 
condem natory language, which the young 
lady resented in a reply, and the receipt of 
which is supposed to have so worked upon 
him that he took his own life. 


R u n a w a y A c c id e n ts. 
Yesterday afternoon Jam es Grogan was 
driving into Fourth street, from K, when, 
owing to the fact that the street was to a 
considerable extent occupied hv a crowd 
gathered about a patent medicine vender, 
his vehicle struck against another and was 
upset, the horse running away. Grogan 
was dragged some distance by the capsized 
buggy, and was considerably bruised and 
shaken up. It is surprising that people are 
not hurt more frequently, owing to the 
blockading of street corners by the crowds 
gathered about the “ fakirs.”
